I then thought of all the great men and women who had died, 
and the manner of their deaths—peaceful, beautiful deaths, and the 
M'Uls *n the bodies, heroic and unafraid. 
Death is nothing to worry about. 
It is life that is tho all 
important job at hand. 
To have lived, and lived to the full, mak­ 
ing all life in this world your debtor, is to gam a measure of real 
satisfaction. 
Especially as we gather at the middle station of this life of 
ours, do we feel the urge to achieve, to establish something, to be 
able to leave something behind s s u sort of a sign that we at least 
lived. 
Thornton Wilder in his remarkably 
beautiful 
book, 
“The 
Bridge of San Luis Rey,** tells the story of five people who went 
down with a bridge—people who had lived, and loved, as well. I 
have read nothing in a long time aa well worth while. 
We all feel a sense of pride in having done something, be that 
task ever so unimportant; but to have done it sincerely and with 
a desire for growth is assurance th at it wasn’t performed in vain. 
You have to go through so much fighting, so many bitter de­ 
feats, so many lonely days and nights, twi much of disappointment, 
befire you really come to know what it is to live and to enjoy 
the sweet and worthy things when they come. 
I have noted how responsive very great men are to the sim­ 
plest kindnesses rendered them. 
They seem almost like children 
in their appreciation. 
I used to wonder why this was. 
I now 
understand—having lived, they have 
learned 
that 
what 
comes 
from the heart is tile greatest gift of all. 
The making of money 
or the gaining of a reputation, or a little fame, was just a small 
game at which they got thrills for a time.
